Indicted as Result of Wreck 
of Carnegie Trust Co, 


CUMMINS IS ARRAIGNED 
AND GIVES BOND FOR $50,000 


Convicted Robin, a Witness Be- 
fore Grand Jury That Indict- 
ed Cummins--- Alleged That 
Cummins Took Carnegie Trust 
Money to Protect Stock on 
Which He Had Secured Loans. 


New York, March 21.—Out of the 
tangle of financial transactions which 
were first made known by the col- 
lapse of Joseph G. Robin's chain of 
banks, ruined by skyrocket financtier- 
ing, the grand jury today qrew the in- 
dictment of William J. Cummins, 4dl- 
recting head of the Carnegie Trust 
Company, for the alleged larceny of 
$235,000 from the institution a year 
ago. 

Arraigned in court late this after- 
noon, Cummins pleaded not gullty, 
with leave to withdraw the plea. Bal] 
was fixed at $50,000 and furnished 
promptly. 

Cummins a Nashville Financier. 

Cummins is a Tennessee man who 
came to New York only a few years 
ago from Nashville highly recommend- 
as a successful promoter. He 
gained contro] of the Carnegie Trust 
Company and through his solicitation, 
it is allewed, large city deposits were 
‘obtaineq for the institution shortly 
after the date of his alleged larcenies. 

He is charged in three tmdictments 
with larceny im the figast degree of 
these sums: $120,000, $75,000 and $140,- 
000 on April 21, 22 and 23, 
spectively.

Will Pave Fair Street 
and Open Driveway. 


Connecting Driveway Will Be 
Made Between West End and 
Grant Park---East Fair Street 
to Have Smooth Pavement. 
County Will Do the Work. 


The paving of Bast Fair street with 
a smooth pevement, from the center 
of the city to the DeKalb county line, 
and the opening up of a driveway to 
connect West End and Grant park are 
two of the big public improvements 
that are to be undertaken py the board 
of county commissioners at a very 
early date 

This will mean fmprovements on the 


south side of the city which will de- 


velop a very large section for resi- 


dential purposes. It is stated by those 
interested in developments on the 
south side that nothing could be done 
that is more desired than the connec- 
tion of Grant park and West End with 
a driveway and the repaving of East 
Fair street with a smooth pavement. 

The county will begin at once the 
work of placing a smooth pavement on 
Fast Fair street, and will commence 
where the belgian block now ends and 
lay a smooth macadam to the DeKalb 
county line. 

As soon as this work is finished the 
question of replacing the belgian 
blocks to the center of the city with 
a smooth pavement will be taken up 
and pushed through as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

Why Fair Street Is Selected. 

The reason, it is stated, that East 
Fair street has been selected for the 
smooth pavement is that is a long and 
oontinuous street that makes Aa 
Straight line from the center of the 
city to the line between Fulton and 
DeKalb counties. It makes direct con- 
nection with both Cherokee and Park 
avenues, which are fine driveways to 
Grant park. Park avenue is already a 
wide street and Cherokee avenue is 
now being widened. | 

Therefore, when East Fair street has 
&a smooth pavement there will be a 
straight, fine driveway reaching to the 
county line with connections to Grant 
park. 

The county board has not decided 
when it will begin the work of making 
a driveway to connect Grant park and 
West End, but it will be at some early 
date. 

To make this connecting driveway 
the county wi!) connect Gordon street 
with Glenn street by making an un- 
derpass at the Southern railway. There 
is already an underpass at the Central 
railroad. To carry out the plan, Glenn

Why Cummings Got the Money. 

The transactions involved in the 
charges against Cummins were inade, 
it is alleged, in an explanatory state- 
ment tssued tonight by the district at- 
torney, sehen Cummins feared that 
stock of the Nineteenth Ward bank and 
the Twelfth Ward bank. which was 
held for collateral for certain loans, 
would be solq in the open market. To 
avert this sale, lest it affect other itn- 
stitutions in which he was interested, 
it is alleged that Cummins desired to 
buy off this collatera! and therefore 
made arrangements to borrow money 
from the Nineteenth Ward bank and 
then the Van Norden Trust Company. 

The money was borrowed, it is al- 
legwed, on notes of the Carnegie Trust 
Company, which were immediately 
dorsed over to the personal account 
.of Cummins and appropriated, it 
be charged, to his personal uses.

MONEY SPENT IN STOCKS,

Burden of Proof Upon Govern- 
ment, Rules Commissioner 
Walter Colquitt--Clash Be- 
tween Lawyers --- Judge De- 
clares Many Questions of the 
Government Irrelevant. 


Admitting that im 1897 he was worth 
approximately $700,000, but declaring 
that he is without funds today, Ben- 
jamin D. Greene yesterday began an- 
other fight for release from the 
clutches of the federal government, 

He had appeared before United 
States Commissioner Walter Colquitt 
to take the pauper’s oath, which 


| would have released him from prison. 


Assistant United States District At- 

torney Marion Erwin was on hand 

to oppose his being allowed to take 

the oath, setting out that the prisoner 

has property hidden away at this time. 
How He Lost Money. 

‘T have employed in all about 28 
lawyers within the past few years,”’ 
said Greene upon the stand, “and I 
have paid out in attorneys’ fees more 
than $100,000. I lost over $80,000 in 
stock speculation, as much more in 
real estate deals. My wife lost money 
in the stock market and I made good 
the losses. My living expenses for a 
number of years were unusually 
high.” 

Greene was sent to the stand within 
a very few minutes after the hearing 
before Commissioner Colquitt began and 
for more than three hours Assistant 
District Attorney Irwin plied him with 
most searching questions as to expen- 
ditures and business transactions, ex- 
tending over a period of over ten years. 
Not once, however, did the witness 
waver in the story he was telling of 
losses calculated to eat up a large 
fortune and when the day’s session was 
over, the general opinion was that 
Greene had a little more than held his 
own up to that point. 

Burden on Government. 

The first disagreement between At- 
torney Irwin and Attorneys Felder & 
Rountree, who represented Greene, oc- 
curred with less than 5 minutes after 
the hearing was begun. The contention 
was as to whether the burden of proof 
in the case lay on the government or 
on the applicant for discharge and the 
Greene forces got the decision in short 
order. 

Mr. Erwin contended that it 
necessary for the prisoner to show that 


was 


|\he was without funds before the com- 


missioner could allow him to take the 
pauper’s oath, while Attorney Roun- 
tree insisted that his client had the 
right to make the oath without fur- 
ther ceremony, unless the federal au- 
thorities, through the district attorney, 
brought forward evidence to show that 
the prisoner should not be discharged. 

The argument was spirited, but ter- 
minated suddenly, when Commissioner 
Colquitt announced that he had al- 
ready considered the matter and had 
decided that the government must 
show cause why the prisoner should 
not be allowed to take the oath, and 
announced that unless this evidence 
was forthcoming the prisoner would 
be given the opportunity to make oath 
to his inability to pay the $575,000 fine. 

Tilt Between Lawyers. 

A lively tilt between Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Henley and Attorney 
Rountree occurred just at the close of 
this argument. In his argument about 
the burden of proof, Attorney Roun- 
tree had raised the point as to wheth- 
er or not anyone save the district at- 
torney himself had a right to appear 
as attorney for the government. Com- 
missioner Colquitt ruled that any rep- 
resentative of the district attorney 
might appear for him, but Assistant 
District Attorney Henley wished to 
make this point thoroughly plain, and 
insisted on reading the law. 

The commissioner informed him that 
he had already ruled on the point, but 
the attorney wanted to read the law 
any way. He started again to read,

IF YOU PASS POLICE AUTO. 


FOR SPEEDING 


Lookout for the “detective auto!” 

An auto containing disguised officers 
of the law will probably go gliding 
around the city. Its mission will be 
to catch autos that are going faster 
than the law allows. 

The chief of police has conceived 
the idea to start out a detective auto 
every now and then. In the auto will 
be three or four officers, all disguised. 
There will be a perfecthy adjusted and 
a reliable speedometer on hand. 

As the detective auto makes its 
rounds it will go just a little faster 
than the law atliows, say, 9 miles in 
the fire limits and 16 miles outside. 
Then every time anwvther auto passes 
the detective auto there will be abso- 
lute proof that the law is being vio- 
lated and a case will be made. 

Just see how simple it is: The de- 
tective auto will be driven about the 
principal streets at such a rate of 


speed that every auto that passes it 
will be violating the law. 
Why Plan Will Be Used. 

The plan has been decided upon be- 
cause every time an auto driver is 
arrested for exceeding the speed limit 
he swears that he was not going too 
fast. The detective auto will clinch 
him tight and fast. There will be no 
getting around its evidence. 

Then, so it is being stated, very 
many autos in the city violate’ the 
law. It is said that scarcely, if ever. 
does an auto go as slow as 8 miles 
in the fire limits and 15 miles outside, 
but that nearly all go faster. Now, 
the detective auto will catch all vio- 
lators, and if what is being said is 
true, there will be hundreds of vio- 
lators tried in the police court. 

The detective auto is to make its 
rounds at uncertain times, so no one 
will ever know when it Is out, and it 
will always be unsafe to pass an auto 


ahead of you unless you are absolutely 
sure of your speed.

REFORM FIGHT 
WON BY WILSON 


Trenton, N. J... March 21.—After a 
protracted debate the house today 
passed the bill providing for sweeping 
election reforms in Néw Jersey, over 
which Governor Wilson and the ma- 
jority of the democratic leaders of the 
estate have clashed. The vote was 34 
to 25, 3 republicans voting for the bill 
and 10 democrats against it. Numer- 
ous amendments were offered by op- 
ponents of the measure, but all were 
voted down. 

Republican Leader McCran, in oppos- 
ing the measure, said it will in effect 
disfranchise all voters who cannot 
read English. The bill does not allow 
voters to take an assistant into the 
election booth unless they are 
physically disabled and _ specifically 
provides that inability to read or write 
shall not be considered a disability. 

During the debate Mr. McGowan, a 
democrat, who opposed the bill, was 
ruled out of order and shouted at the 
speaker: 

“It is bad enough for the governor 
of the state to be indulging in gag 
rule without the speaker of the house 
doing the same thing."’

WEXICANS. RAID 
TOWN IN TEXAS 


Troops Sent to the Scene 
From San Antonio. 


Rebel Band Crosses Border and 
Pillages Chishos---People Are 
Terrorized --- Believed Rebels 
Were Seeking Dynamite in 
Raid on Town. 


Alpine, Texas, March 21.—Word was 
received here this afternoon from 
Deputy Sheriff Lafarelle, at Chishos, 
Texas, that a band of Mexican revo- 
lutionists has raided that town and 
driven horses, cattle and goats across 
the line into Mexico. ‘Citizens of Chi- 
shos are terrorized and ranchmen and 
their families from the surrounding 
country are flocking into Chishos. 

The officer in command of United 
States troops at Marathon was asked 
for a guard, but said he could spare 
no soldiers. The Alpine Business 
Men's Club met ‘this afternoon and 
wired to San Antonio for troops. Chi- 
shos is 6 miles north of the Mexican 
border. 

Troops Ordered to Scene. 

San Antonio, Texas, March 21.—Upon 
receipt of the news from Alpine that 
Mexican marauders had crossed the 
border near Chishos and driven away 
cattle, Genera] Duncan, commanding 
the department of Texas, immediately 
ordered a troop of the Fourth cavalry 
at El Paso and a troop of the Third 
at Marathon to proceed to Alpine. 

There is a warehouse at Chishos, in 
which much dynamite is stored. Should 
the raiders prove to be revolutionists 
it is thought likely that the explosive 
is the real object of their incursions. 


MEXICAN REFUGFIES STARVING 
ON THE UNITED STATES SIDE 
Tecate, Lower California, March 21.— 
Mexican refugees to the number of 
nearly 1560 men, women and children, 
are starving in rude shelters in the 
hills north of this place on the United 
States side of the boundary. They fled 
from Tecate upon the approach of the 
rebels two weeks ago, and have been 
living under trees, wagon covers and 
improvised tents in the open ever. since. 
More than half are women anéd chil- 
dren and there is no food to be had. The 
district is so remote that it will be 
some days before supplies can reach 
the refugees.

TEMAS 1 SUNK 
BY BROADSIDES 


Old “Hoodoo” Warship 
Yields to Shell Storm. 


On Board the Torpedo Boat String- 
ham, Lower Chesapeake Bay, March 21. 
—Shattered by a veritable storm of 
shells, the old battleship Texas rests 
tonight on the mud of Tangier Sound. 
The veteran of the United States navy 
sank under the spectacular marksman- 
ship of her newer sisters. 

Gaping holes in her port side and 
two jagged wounds in her forward 
armor, where shells passed completely 
through her, showed how she _ suc- 
cumbed. 

The broadsides delivered by the bat- 
tieship New Hampshire at a varying 
distance of from 6 to 7% miles were 
considered remarkable by ordnance 
officers. More than one-third of all 
the shots were said to have gone true. 
All of the broadsides were delivered 
against the Texas, while the attacking 
vessel was steaming back and forth 
at approximately a ten-knot speed. The 
ninteenth broadside practically gave 
the old warrior her finishing blow. 


$200,000 Loss by Fire. 
Staunton, Va., March 21.—Approxi- 
mately $200,000 damage was caused 
by a fire which threatened to destroy 
the business section here today. The 
conflagration started shortly after 
midnight in a stable and spread rap- 
idly. The firemen worked until noon 
before extinguishing the flames. The 
Staunton Milling Company's plant and 
a block of stores were destroyed and 
the Beverly hotel damaged about

Washington, March 21.—The s0- 
called Mexican situation cleared con- 
siderably here today. The attitude of 
the United States government has been 
made plain and there need no longer 
be any doubt, it was stated by admin- 
istration officials today, as to what 
policy the president has in view. 

Mr. Taft has announced that he will 
do everything possible to maintain the 
friendly relations that so long have ex. 
isted between this country and Mexico. 
Any rupture of these relations must 
come ays the result of some overt act 
on Mexican soil. 

The United States has no desire to in 
terefere in the internal affairs of th 
southern republic and President Tes 
will not recommend any such inter‘, 
ence to congress unless the eire” 
stances become such as to permi’.» 7’ 
other possible course. | 

Troops Mobolized for Emergency. 

The American troops were sent to 
Texas and prepared for any emergency 
on the strength of reports which in- 


approaching such chaos as at any time 
might threaten American lives and 
property in that country. These reports 
were of such a nature that President 
Taft felt he could not fail to heed 
them. He acted quickly and hoped 
that by acting quickly the threat of 
danger would be stayed. He believes 
that to a large extent this has been 
accomplished, He believes that the 
presence of the army in Texas, within 
striking distance of the Mexican border 
has had a sobering influence and that 
Americans and American property will 
be respected. 
No Invasion Uniess Necessary. 

So long as Americans engaged in 
lawful pursuits are not molested, and 
s0 long as American property rights 
are protected, Mexico need not be 
alarmed by the reports of an American, 
invasion which have been spread in 
various quarters.

How long the troops will remain in 
Texas will depend entirely upon devel-" 
opments in Mexico. The United States 
government has determined to give 
President Diaz every possible chance 
to restore order in his republic. 

President Taft has determined that 
this government shall fulfill its inter- 
national obligations in stopping the 
smuggling of arms and ammunition 
across the border when it is Known 
they are to be used for purposes of 
war. The enforcement of the neutral- 
ity laws called for the presence of 
many additional troops and was one 
of the causes of the recent army move- 
ments. Having carried out its obliga- 
tions in this respect, the United States 
would feel free to act further if the 
necessity might arise. 

President Taft is hopeful this neces- 
sity will not arise, but so long ag there 
is a possibility of danger he will Keep 
an adequate force near at hand. 

Mexico Has Made No Protest. 

Mexico has made no protest against 
the presence of troops in Texas. Such 
a protest would be regarded as un- 
diplomatic, inasmuch as the troops are 
on American soil and must remain on 
American soil until congress shall oth- 
erwise direct. 

President Taft repeatedly has as- 
sured the Mexican ambassador, Mr. de 
la Barra, that the Mexican government 
need feel no alarm over the movement 
of the troopa. He has sent the same 
assurances to the City of Mexico. These 
assurances are in line with the policy 
of the administration to maintain the 
friendliest of relations so long as such 
relations are possible. 

There is every reason to believe to- 
night that the troops will remain in 
Texas for at least four months. Mean- 
time, they will not be idle.

HOPE FOR PEACE IN MEXICO 
IS NO LONGER ENTERTAINED 


Mexico City, March 21.—Thirty-six 
hours after the arrival] at the capital 
of Minister Limantour, the man who 
was heralded as the one that would 
bring peace to Mexico, there was evi- 
dent no sign of any cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

Madero'’s forces in 
actively carrying out their campaign, 
and the war department had not re- 
scinded any of its orderg for their op- 
position. 

Civil war exists today as it did the 
day before the minister arrived, and 
those who had hoped his coming would 
mean a speedy solution of the problem 
admit now that the minister meant 
just what he said when he stated that 
he bore from the rebelg no terms of 
peace, and that he himself had not def- 
inite plans for bringing the revolution 
to an end. 

It its possible that a statement will 
be made, but unless two things are 
agreed to, there is little hope of peace, 
according to local opinion, both gov- 
ernment and revolutionry. Unless the 
government agrees to provide for an- 
other national] election and agrees to 
permit the rebels to retain their arms 
while carrying out a truce, there can 
be nothing but a continuation of the 
fighting, according to the rebels. Many 
men entirely loyal to the federal gov- 
ermment also believe this is true.

CROWD IS DRAWN

When He Appears in 
N. Y. Police Court. 


Police Reserves Called Out to 
Control the Crowd --- Felony 
Charge Against Wielder of 
Club Dropped --- Washington 
Does More Explaining. 


— 


New York, March 31.—Through an 
agreement of counsel for both sides, 
the charge of felonious assault made 
by Booker T. Washington against Al- 
belt Ulrich, a white man, growing out 
of an attack upon the negro educator 
on Sunday night, was reduced to one 
of simple assault today. Instead of 
the case going to the grand jury as a 
felony, Ulrich waived examination and 
was held to the court of special ses- 
sions on the minor charge with bail 
reduced from $1,500 to $600. 

William J. Gibson, counsel for Ul- 
rich, said the agreement had been 
reached last night when he was called 
into conference with attorneys and 
friends of Washington. 

Washington’s Head in Bandages. 

Intense interest centered in the ap- 
pearance of Dr. Washington in police 
court. His head,was still swathed in 
bandages and he arrived in a taxicab, 
accompanied by former Governor 
Pinchback, of Louistana. The west 
side police court was jammed and the 
crowd, in which negroes predominated 
about five to one,.extended into the 
street, 

Presiding Magistrate McAdoo, who 
sat with Magistrate Cornell, examined 
Dr. Washington and other witnesses 
in chambers so that the clerk could 
draw up the modified charge. When 
Ulrich, who had been in conference 
with the other witnesses and with Dr. 
Washington, was called to the stand 
his lawyer announced that the defend- 
ant would waive examination. 

“Will $500 be all right?” the magis- 
trate asked. 

Each side assented and the bond was 
at once adjusted. 

By this time the crowds in the street 
had grown to several thousands and 
Dr. Washington, on leaving had great 
difficulty in reaching a city automo- 
bile assigned to Borough President 
McAneny. But, escorted by Mr. Mc- 
Aneny and Deputy Police Commission- 
er Flynn, he forced his way through 
the throng ar was driven quickly 
away. To clear the street it Was nec- 
essary to call out police reserves. 

Washington Denies Interview. 

Booker Washington denied today the 
reported interviews in which he was 
quoted as having said that a letter or 
telegram had caused his presence in 
West Sixty-third street Sunday night, 
when he was Severely beaten by a 
white apartment house resident. 

“I never told anyone, the police or 
the reporters, that I had received a let- 
ter or a telegram to call upon anyone 
in West Sixty-third street,” said Wash- 
ington. “I did say that I was looking 
for D. C. Smith, auditor of Tuskegee 
Institute; that I believed he could be 
found with friends, and that, although 
I did not have their definite name or 
address, I believed I could find them 
by scrutinizing the name plates in the 
vestibules of the apartment houses in 
Sixty-third street. It was while thus 
engaged that I was assaulted.” 

Says He Tore Up Letter. 

As a matter of fact, Washington said 
later, amplifying his earlier statement, 
he had received such a letter, but it did 
not figure in his search, because he had 
torn it up. 

The letter, he said, was from his sec- 
retary, E. J. Scott, in Tuskegee, in 
which Scott told him that Daniel Smith. 
auditor in the institute, would be in 
about the same time that he (Wash- 
ington) was, and that his secretary for- 
warded this information because he 
thought Washington would like to keep 
in touch with Smith. 

Washington said the letter arrived in 
New York about the same time he did. 
Unfortunately, he said, he tore the let- 
ter up. As nearly as he could recall its 
contents, the secretary wrote him that 
Smith could be found with a family 
named McCrary, he thought it was, at 
ll West Sixty-third street. So last 
Sunday night Washington went to the 
house and looked over the names on the 
letter boxes. 

In answer to an intimation which 
had been contained in some. of the 
newspaper stories, Dr. Washington de- 
sired to make a formal] denial that he 
had taken a drink before visiting Six- 
ty-third street Sunday night. 

“I never touched a drop of liquor 
in my life,” he said, “and do not have 
the slightest idea, from expérience, 
what intoxication ts like.”

GOVERNMENT RESTS 
N COCA-COLA CASE 


Evidence of Defense Will 
Begin This Morning at 
Chattanooga. 


Tenn., March 21.—The 
government rested its case this eve- 
ning in the hearing of the United 
Btates against the Coca-Cola people, 
and immediately the attorneys for the 
defense made a motion for perem- 
tory instructions to the jury to return 
@ verdict for the defendant on the 
grounds that the government testi- 
mony: wae not sufficient to warrant a 
verdict of guilt. The motion was 
promptly overruled by Judge Sanford, 
and the defense witll begin tomorrow 
morning the presentation of evidence. 
Dr, Wiley, chief of the bureau of food 
and drugs, of the department of agri- 
culture, Washington, was not put on 
the stand, the government believing 
that it had offered sufficient evidence 
to substantiate its contentions. Dr. 
Wiley, it is said, will be held in reserve 
to refute any evidence that may be 
presented by the defense. Dr. Wiley 
has been in Chattanooga ever since the 
trial began,

Dr. A. P. Mat- 
thews, of the University of Chicago, de- 
clared that the action of caffeine was 
similar in effect to strychnia and that 
it increases the heart action in similar 
manner to digitalis, which he declared 
was a deadly poison. 

Chattanooga physicians testified to 
having treated patients who were “vic- 
tims of the coca-cola habit.”

The tank was situated in the rear 
of the store room, where the dyeing 
is done, and which is separated from 
the front by a light partition. The 
force of the explosion blew off the 
door, broke the windows, and ruined 
the space back of the partition. 

Fire started immediately after the 
tank had blown up, damaging the en- 
tire interior, but which was gotten 
under control in a short time. No 
estimate of the loss could be secured 
last night.

NEPOTISM LAW - 
AND (1S EFFECT 


How Law Will Operate in 
the Election of City 
Officials. 


Now that the nepotism ordinance has 
been adopted by council and will be a 
law just as soon as the mayor can put 
his pen to it, it will probably be of 
some interest to many to know exactly 
what the nepotism ordinance means. 
It was published in full in The Con- 
stitution yesterday morning, but it Is 
phrased with some legal trimmings 
which may make it seem ambiguous 
to the laity. 

In the first place, the ordinance pro- 
hibits the employment by the city of 
auy person who is related to the may- 
or and general council or the members 
of any of the city boards unless his 
election or appointment is approved by 
the mayor and a two-thirds vote of 
the general council. That is, if a per- 
son who i@ related, as stated above, 
wants a cl job he can get it after 
he has been elected or appointed, pro- 
vided his appointment is ratified by 
the mayor and a two-thirds vote of 
council. This is called the “limelight 
regulation.” 


will not apply to persons who secure 
city jobs when their fitness for service 
is based upon eligibility. That means 
that such employees as teachers, po- 
licemen and firemen who have to stand 
examinations ill not be compelled, 
if they are kin to city officials, to 
have council approve their election. 

The provisions of the ordinance will 
not apply “to those who are appointed 
by heads of departments elected by 
the people, when announcements are 
made of such appointments before the 
election. That is, Mr. X can run 
for city clerk and put on his ticket 
Mr. Y . who is his brother, and if 
he is elected the council will have 
nothing to do with Mr. Y’s job. 

The punishment for violation of the 
ordinance is a removal from office for 
a breach of duty. 

The ordinance winds up with the 
statement that “no person shall be dis- 
qualified from holding municipal office 
elected by the people by reason of kin- 
ship, either with the mayor or any 
member of the general council.”

For the announced purpose of improving the local mail service 
in several large cities, the postmastér general has summoned the’ 
postmasters of those cities to Washington to discuss the inaugu- 
ration of a new system of mail delivery “successfully tried in At- 
lanta and other places.” ; 

This conference will no doubt result in good to the cities af- 
fected. It is all right in its way, but there is another reform more 
urgently needed. It also has a direct bearing upon,the improve- 
ment of city delivery. 

It is the correction of the utter demoralization in the railway 
mail service. Never before has this service been so badly crippled, 
and the fault is not with the railway postal clerks. 

Delay in the transmission of mail in railrway postoffices 
is constantly causing embarrassment and loss to business. The 
demand for speedy improvement has become insistent. Business 
men everywhere are clamoring for relief. 

The mail is not being properly worked-up on the railway 
postal cars. The failure is due to the inauguration of a system of 
iJl-considered economy, and cannot properly be laid at the door of 
the overworked clerks. 

In the effort to save five or ten million dollars a year, the post- 
office department is crippling and rendering less efficient a service 
for which the people are paying $243,000,000. 

In the railway postal service Foucheism is bearing*its finest 
fruits of .lissatisfaction and intimidation. The men are so hounde-l 
by the presence of inspectors, who keep them under constant sur- 
veillance, that their efficiency is seriously impaired. 

The work of the postal clerks has been greatly increased under 
the plan of false economy recently put into effect. 

This added work, made more arduous by the disturbing pres- 
ence of postal inspectors, has resulted in crippling the service to an 
immeasurable extent. The men themselves are enraged, though 
they do not dare to talk, and wholesale strikes of postal employees 
in the west have been narrowly averted. ‘ 

Though the first and most violent reaction against this false 
economy began in the west, dissatisfaction is general. Business 
and social intercourse is everywhere being affected and the public 
is being aroused to protest. 

Take a concrete illustration: A railway postal car bound from 
Chicago to Jacksonville departs with a vast volume of mail for 
Tennessee, Georgia and Florida points. The volume 1s increased 
all along the line. 

It is the duty of the postal clerks to sort this mail, fling it 
into the proper pouches and be prepared to throw off the mail 
sacks at the proper stations and junction points. 

When the work becomes so heavy as to swamp them, as is the 
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fa part of the amount of money 80 expended should be put into 
good roads, the vastly greater: wealth that would follow would 
place the nation in better position, through its increased resources, 
to meet the demands of future wars. 

Good roads help everybody; stimulate all industry; weld the 
ccuntry closer together; and, in times of necessity, would expedite 
the movement of troops. ) 

A policy that at least balances appropriations for war with ap- 
propriations for peace would meet wide approval.

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THE TEXAS TO THE JUNK HEAP. 


In the upper Chesapeake bay the battleship Texas, which cost 
$5,000,000 a few years ago, 1s being made the target for heavy 
projectiles from the battleship New Hampshire. 

It was a test greatly needed, according to naval officials, to 
demonstrate the effect of armor-piercing shells on the intricate 
mechanism of a battleship. 

Disavowing any attempt to criticise this detail of naval de- 
velopment, the incident serves to direct attention to the tremen- 
dous waste involved in naval expansion. 

The nation spends $10,000,000 on two battleships which, in a 
decade, are sent to the junk heap, Today the size of Dreadnaughts 
has been increased to 25,000 and-30,000 tons, costing from $8,000,000 
to $10,000,000. 3efore the next decade, bombs from air ships 
may, in their turn, be used to test the resisting power of these new 
engines of destruction. 

With all the world clamoring for more friendly international 
relations, the stupendous annual expenditure forsarmaments con- 
tinues. 

The most civilized nations are the ones taking the lead in this 
amazing competition. 

America is spending on its army, navy and pension list more 
than half of its annual revenues. Great Britain is spending $312, 
900,000 yearly on the maintenance of its army and navy; Germany, 
$216,000,000; France $222,000,000, and Russia $285,000,000. 

This competition*constantly lays fresh burdens upon the backs 
of groaning taxpayers. It diverts from works of construction money 
that might be used to benefit agriculture, science and industry. 

Suppose the cost of one $10,000,000 battleship annually should 
be diverted to the construction of good roads. At an average cost 
of $5,000 per mile, a splendid highway could be built from Atlanta 
tc New York and from New York to Chicago, a distance of a lit- 
tie less than 2,000 miles.

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IS A CASE FOR CLEMENCY, 


By Dr. John E. White. 

I believe that the case of Edgar 
Stripling is a case for pardon. I have 
been asked to state through The Con- 
stitution my reasons for that convic- 
tion. I have had good opportunity dur- 
ing nearly twelve years hard by the 
capitol for cultivating prudence and re- 
luctance with reference to appeals for 
pardon. Only once before in all this 
time have I lent personal assistance 
to secure the exercise of the pardoning 
power. My approach, therefore, to the 
Stripling case is not impulsive or senti- 
mental, nor have I been solicited by 
anyone interested in Stripling. 

William James, the foremost student 
of human nature America has produced, 
divides people into two classes desig- 
nated as the “tender-minded” and the 
“tough-minded.” One of the discrimi- 
nations of his analysis is that “the ten- 
der-minded go by principles” and “the 
tough-minded go by facts.’ I think he 
might have named another very dis- 
tinct class of men, may their tribe in- 
crease, who may be called the “even- 
minded,” because they go both by prin- 
ciples and by facts. They are impulsive- 
ly and temperamentally sympathetic, 
but their sympathies are strongly 
ruled in restraint by thoughtful regard 
to all the bearings of case. This is the 
fraternity which I ask the privilege of 
joining with reference to Stripling. 

I beg to say, first of all, that I re- 
alize the seriousness of the exercise of 
the pardoning power in any case, 
Socrates said to Plato: “Perhaps the 
gods may forgive sins, but I doubt if 
they can safely do so.” Were it not for 
a certain climate in the earth, for 
which I regard Christianity account- 
able, the Draconion spirit of an im- 
placable attitude with reference to for- 
giveness and pardon among men would 
be prevalent in. the earth. 

A Serious Power. 

It is a serious power the state has 
reposed in the hands of the board of 
pardons and the governor. In the south 
the question of law and order is espe- 
clally important. The exercise of the 
pardoning power in any case is, there- 
fore a matter for pause. The mofe- 
‘ments which have been led in Georgia 
‘by Judge Hillyer nd ex-Governor 
William J. Northen behalf of law 
and order have enlisted every ounce of 
my sympthy and assistance. If I could 
regard the pardon of Stripling as in 
any true gense lawless, or as in any 
serious way tending to encourage 
crime, I would not be found advocating 
it. But I discover that the state of 
Georgia has provided by law for the 
exercise of a pardoning power. It is a 
function of law and’order. It is not a 
perquisite of officials. It is a court of 
final appeal. Its action either for or 
against appeals made to it is the nor- 
mal action of wovernment. This point 
is important because of an impresion 
apparently in some minds that the par- 
doning power is in some way an inva- 
‘sion of the law which affects the dig- 
nity of government and respect for the 
courts. In every case, to pardon a 
‘convicted man is certainly to interrupt 
‘the sentence inflicted by the courts, 
but the interruption is a lawful inter- 
ruption. If there is a .peril*in suc 
interruption it is one of the intrinsic 
diffculties of an enlightened govern- 
ment which an unenlightened govern- 
ment would escape. ; 

It is not a question whether the 
board of pardons will consider appli- 
cations for pardon; it is distinctly their 
duty to do so. It is a tribunal appoint- 
ed by the state for such appeals. It 
must take up each case presented to it 
| and consider it on its merits. The facts 
both of the origina! record and of sub- 
sequent development are brought into 
serutiny. The facts of subsequent de- 
velopment are especially regarded as 
weighty and enter largely to determine 
the merit or lack of merit in the case 
presented. The time element is, there- 
fore, a considerable factor. The char- 
acter and the conduct of the criminal 
applying for pardon are matters of 
merit and demerit in the case. The 
exercise of clemency as it affects the 
public interest and as it affects the 
life of the criminal, which may become 
a public asset, are the main points of 
It is because I believe 


ble public detriment in the pardon of 


, Stripling and the pappable public gain 
‘to society by a recognition of the mer- 
‘its of his peculiar case I find my judg- 
/ment clear. 


Public Vengeance. 


Let me state certain range which 
I referred to at the outset. I believe 
profoundly in a Christianized penology. 
We are slowly but surely merging to- 
ward a vastly improved conception of 
the relation of a Christian state to- 
ward the criminal. The old criminol- 
ogy has a lingering power, because it 
has been tinstitutionalized, but it is 
a power that is passing as surely as the 
days pass. This is clear when we ob- 
serve how far we have already come. 
The idea of vengeance transferred from 
the individual to the state was an im- 
provement. The idea of vengeance as 
having any place in the attitude of a 
Christian state toward the criminal] fs 
the next and certain step of improve- 
ment. The state can have no vindic- 
tive or revengeful attitude toward the 
criminal in a civilization in which 
Christianity prevails. The state re- 
strains and thus punishes the criminal 
for three endg only: 

First—For the reformation 
restoration of a brother-man. 

Second—For the discouragement of 
other criminals or others criminally in- 
clined. 

Third—For the protection of society 
immediately from the criminal himself. 

Opposed to these principles I am 
quite aware that the old criminology 
stands insistent on the retributive rela- 
tion of the state with the idea of re- 
venge latent in law as a public wrath 
against the criminal and as a sort of 
compensation to individuals who have 
wefrained from taking private ven- 
geance under the implied agreement 
that the state would take vengeance 
for them. I cannot as a Christian citi- 
zen take my stand with the old crimi- 
nology. I cannot agree that the old 
law, “an eye for an eye and a [tooth 
for a tooth,” though now regarded as a 
violation of a law of Christ for individ- 
vals, is any less the violation of that 
law of Christ when exercised by a com- 
pany of individuals, though it be as 
large as a mob or as big as a nation. 
Here, for myself, at least, I find bed- 
rock for my conscience, and what is 
more, I know I have found it. 


| Facts Appeal to Public. 


Now, in the case of Stripling, the fol- 
lowing facts make an instantaneous 
appeal to the public sense of what is 
profoundly righteous as well as what ig 
pre-eminently expedient. He com- 
mitted a crime, and it is a crime abhor- 
ent to all citizens. It was a crime com- 
mitted in a vendetta of violent anger 
of man against man and neighbor 
against neighbor. In my opinion none 
of the facts alleged could justify the 
crime, though I am quite aware that in 
Georgia there is a sentiment inclined 
to justify assassination under certain 
circumstances. With public sentiment

take that view. I believe that there 
is atonement for crime before the tri- 
bunal of moral judgment. I believe 
that the fourteen years, not merely of 
decent life, which Stripling lived in 


tion amounting to a consecration of life 
to the very system of law and order 
which he had himself so sinned against, 
was the man’s atonement to society. 
The information which has come te 
me in the newspapers and from pri- 
vate advices from the moral and re- 
ligious leaders of Danville, Va., relate 
how the man almost immediately upon 
his settlement in that community be- 
came an inearnation of protest for the 
law. It was because of this fact he 
was chosen to be the candidate, though 
his residence in Danville had been 
brief, of that element in the community 
which was seeking to reform the laxity 
of its law officers. He was elected on 
that platform and re-elected. His pas- 
tor, Rev. Cc. A. Upchurch, affirms the 
unquestioned consistency of Stripling's 
intense personal and public life in 
every regard of which he could be 
judged by his fellowmen, who saw him 
during these years. What passed in 
his mind and what passed in his heart 
in that remarkable and extended exper!- 
ence which exchanged the old name for 
a new name, the old relation to society 
for the new relation to society, no man 
knows.

ears. I considered the state as the 
arbiter between them. My reasoned 
judgment as well as my instinctive 
Christian sense gave the answer, which 
fs expressed in the caption— 

“The case of Stripling is a case for 
pardon.” His freedom will open no 
floodgate, nor yet a trickling stream of 
crime. In view of the facts it could 
not be regarded as one of the class of: 
pardons which puts premium on law- 
lessness. Its outstanding fact would 
present no phase of easy escape for 
criminals, but the phase of a changed 
life, the achievement of a new career 
of which the characteristic was devo- 
tion to law and order almost romantic 
And for the man himself and his large 
family, to refasten a life sentence in 
the Georgia convict camps is a)most to 
curse a soul back, that had climbed up 
to public virtue and not in any easy re- 
pentence of the lips, but by long years 
of living for the very law that would 


so curse, him.

Alderman Van Dyke, in speaking of 
what will next be done toward getting 
the screen ordinance made into a city 
law, said: 

“The screen ordinance is going to be 
passeds by counoil. The next time it 
is presented it will not be loaded down 
with fililbustering amendments. I in- 
tend to take the ordinance to the city 
attorney and have him shape it so it 
will protect the people from food that 
has been contaminated by flies, and 
which at the same time will work no 
unnecessary hardship on anybody. I 
believe that every retail store selling 
foodstuffs should be Kept free from 
flies, and, therefore, should be screen- 
ed. I am positive that no foodstuffs 
should be placed in front of stores 
where they can be covered with dust 
from dirty streets and be swarmed 
over by flies. Therefore, in the ordi- 
nance which the city attorney will 
draft there will be provisions for the 
screening of all retail groceries, meat 
markets, bakeries and peddling wag- 
ons that sell fruits and vegetables. 
The ordinance will also prohibit abso- 
lutely the display of any foodstuffs in 
front of stores. I do not think it is 
necessary to have any wholesale stores 
screened. 

“With the assistance of the city at- 
torney I shall endeavor to have draft- 
ed an ordinance that, while protecting 
the health of the people, will be as 
far as possible not objectionable to 
those concerned. The ordinance wil! 
be ready for the board of health to 
act upon at its next meeting. It will, 
I am sure, be approved by the board 
and be sent to council for adoption. 
Any further efforts to make useless 
changes and to tack on superfluous 
amendments will be: discountenanced. 
The health department regards the 
question of keeping flies from food- 
stuffs too important and too serious 
to be trifled with.”

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ATLANTA RETAIL GROCERS 
FAVOR SCREEN ORDINANCE 


President F. E. Kamper and Secre- 
tary J. P. Eve, of the Retail Grocers 
and Butchers’ Association, have sent 
a statement to The Constitution in re- 
gard to the attitude of the association 
toward the fly or screen ordinance. 
Their statement is as follows: 


“In The Constitution of this morn- 
ing yOu have an article about the 
screen ordinance up before council 
yesterday afternoon. Among .. other 
things it is stated that the retail gro- 
cers appeared before the board of 
health with Councilman Harrison and 
persuaded them to tack onto this or- 
dinance amendments which they knew 
would not pass, and would act in such 
@ manner as to kill the ordinance, not- 
withstanding their statements that 
they were in favor of this ordinance. 
You also state that the retail grocers 
egged on the wholesale men in oppo- 
sition to the ordinance before council. 
In other words, you have given the 
impression through your columns that 
the retail grocers are not sincere in 
their statements to the pwhblic as ex- 
pressed at the meeting of the board of 
health. 

‘The Retail Grocers and Butchers’ 
Association is a body of retail grocers 
and butchers joined together for mu- 
ual protection in credits and collec- 
tual protection in betterment of their 
business, and is in no sense a trust 
or other combination for the controll- 
ing of prices or the purchase of goods. 

“When the attention of members of 
this association was called to the orig- 
inal ordinance we were in hearty ac- 
cord with the purpose at which the 
ordinance was aimed. However, the 
original ordinance was incomplete. 
It should cover every dealer in food 
products, whether wholesaler, retailer 
oe peddler. When these facts were 
called to the attention of the board of 
health, they at once saw the wisdom

“The retail grocers were and are 
sincere in their statements to the 
board of health, and still desire the 
passage of the ordinance as amended.

I rule out any references to the 
Savannah trial and conviction.” 


Worth $700,000, 

Among the first questions put to the 
witness had to do with the Atlantic 
Contracting Company and its opera- 
tions in and around Savannah between 
1893 and 1897. The witness admitted 
that his profits from the business in 
the period mentioned was in the 
neighborhood of $500,000, which was 
one-third of the profits the company 
made. The other two-thirds went 
equally to Gaynor and Carter, he tes- 
tified. In addition to this, the witness 
testified, he was worth in 1897 $166,- 
000, cleared in other contracting work 
and some $57,000 which was invested in 
government bonds. 

Where It Went. 

“Now, Mr. Greene,” said Mr. Irwin, 
“tell us what has become of this 
money.” 

“I have spent, lost and given it ail 
away,” came the answer. “I lost quite 
a sum in real estate deals, much more 
in stock market speculations, paid at- 
torneys’ fees amounting to over $100,- 
}000, and spent thousands of dollars for 
living expenses, which for a number of 
years were heavy, indeed.” 

Following this, Mr. Irwin asked the 
witness to go into details, and the re- 
mainder of the afternoon’s session was 
taken up threshing over details of 
transactions made between 1893 and 
1901. The assistant district attorney 
went exhaustively into all Mr. 
Greene’s business transactions during 
this period, asking most searching 
questions about even small expendi- 
tures.

Say, 
Uncle, Joe, I am going to get eggs of 
several different breeds, besides the 
ones I have, such as Leghorns, Brah- 
mas, Wyandottes, and have a general 
Duke's Mixture. Would you do this 
or not? Would it be best to keep only 
one breed? I have a 38 Colt’s revol- 
ver that cost me $16.00, I would like 
to exchange for pigs or poultry. 

I have 60 acres of land in Marion 
county, Ala., 30 acres in woods, 30 in 
cultivation and pasture, all good, tilla- 
ble land. Have a good two-room house 
with porch and stack chimney, good 
water, good orchard, on public road, 
in three-fourths mile of railroad town. 
Close to three schools, three churches, 
good locality, that I will exchange for 
south or middle Georgia farm, 

Answer: If you have the “famous 

Rocks” you have a good all-round 
chicken up to two years old. After 
that—I won't promise you. 
Duke's Mixture, as I understand it, 
made up entirely of one grade of 
North Carolina tobacco. If you buy 
egzs of several breeds, hatch the 
chickens, then let them all run togeth- 
er, you will not have a pure mixture, 
but a mongrel one—better not try a 
trfck like that. You will only regret 
it once and that will be as long as 
you keep the mixture. If you must 
have a mixture, why not buy common 
store eggs and let it go at that? Stick 
to one breed, or at most, two, and you 
will be better off. 

Mrs. lL. L., Minden, La., R. 3.—I come 
to vou for advice. I raise Brown Leg- 
horn chickens, therefore get a great 
many eggs, and as the price of eggs 
has dropped off, would lIike to put 
them up in water glass. Will they 
keep till next fall if put up now? iI 
nad trouble with the eg@s I put up in 
Water glass last vear; want to ask 
you what was the matfer. The whites 
were watery-looking and yellow would 
stick to the shells. I went by direc- 
tions. To 1 part water glass put il 
parts, water, which I boiled and 
cooled. Please tell me how to prepare 
the coal oil dip for chickens, as I want 
to try it this year; had so mach trou- 
ble keeping down lice and fleas last 
year. Will appreciate any advice from 
you 

Answer—Youcan putup eggsatany 
season of the vear in water glass, care 
being taken that the solution does not 
freeze. Think perhaps you got a little 
too much water .in your last mixture 
Next time try 9 parts of water to 1 of 
water glass. Some of the water glass 
on the market is stronger than others 
and can stand more water. When 
properly mixed eggs can be kept from 
two to four vears. 

Kerosene emulsion is made by chip- 
ping a quarter of a pound of bar soap 
in a little water and heating it over 
the fire until it dissolves. Heat a-gal- 
lon. of water to the boiling potnt, take 
off tae fire and add the soap, then to 
this add a pint of kerosene oil and stir 
rapidiv for. five minutes, when the 
whole will look like thick cream. 
Then set away for use. When ready to 
dip the birds take a pint of the mix- 
ture and put in a tub and add two gal- 
lons of lukewarm water. When al! is 
ready dip the fowls in the solution, 
working it well into the feathers, or 
until the birg is thoroughly wet. A 
hot, sunny day. in the morning, is the 
best time to do it.
